Announcement has been made that 
Montgomery Ward and Co. will close 
their Greenfield store as soop as the 
present stock is. liquidated, aecord- 
ing to the announcement by D. J. 
Foley, store manager. 

It is thought several weeks wil be 
necessary to complete liquidation and 
during that period practically the en- 
tire stock of fall and winter mer 
chandise, amounting to thousands of 
dollars, is to be sold.

On the writer’s return, a short 
time ago, from his ancestral home in 
Jamaica, Vermont he brought back an 
old copy of Child’s Windham County 
Gazetteer, in which he found an item 
which he thought would be of interest 
to some of the readers of The North- 
field Herald. 

It is the account of a scouting 
party composed of 18 men under the 


“It was back in the remote year of 
1748” the item says, ‘“‘when the out- 
posts of white settlements in this sec- 
tion were at Fort Dummer” (near the 
present township of Brattleboro, Ver- 
mont) “and at Charlestown, or Num- 
ber 4 in New Hampshire.” During this 

ear Captain Eleazer Melvin of 
orthfiela4, Massachusetts, in com- 


mer, along the valleys of Otter Creek 
and West river. On the night of May 
30th they camped within the present 
limits of Londonderry Vermont and 
Wéarly on the following morning re- 
sumed their march. Being nearly out 
of provisions they halted” (about a 
mile from the present site of Jamaica 
village) a short distance above the 
mouth of Bald Mountain brook to 
shoot salmon in West River. Here 
they were overtaken by the Indians, 
between 9 and 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, the Indians having probably 
crossed through the gap west of Bald 
Mountain, while the scouting party 
had followed the river which winds

Ww* are in a changing world, with 
many new financial problems for 
whieh we have no precedents. and 
many old prob 
lems which have 
so changed as to 
be unrecognizable. 
American bankers 
have been called 
{oto world affairs 
to blaze new trails 
9f unoknowna 
finance. We may 
expect these calls 
to be more ana- 
merous in the fu- 
ture than _ they 
have in the past. 
We are the 
orld’s financial leader and we must 
ccept the responsibility which goes 
with it, 

Let us look to the future with coa- 
fidence. Every one has experienced a 
great sorrow some time, perhaps so 
great we felt we could never over 
come it, but time is the great healer 
and eventually we have come out of 
it. As it is with individuals, so it is 
with nations. Our gation has had 
much sorrow in the 155 years of its 
existence. In that time we. have 
passed through the najor depressions 
of 1837-1857-1873 to 1879-1884-1893-1896- 
1907-1914-1921 and the present. 

I venture to state that in each. of 
these periods there were those who 
had doubts of the future just as we 
have them today, but what happened 
after each depression? Our coyntry 
recovered, to be better and stronger 
than ever. Its people were Introduced 
to modes of living they never dreamed 
of, until today, notwithstanding our 
depression, we live on the highest 
plane of any nation in the world. 
Should we not judge the future by 
Past experience? 

Surely our people are better pre 
pared, financially and intellectually, to 
cope with even greater problems than 
they have been in the past, so why nt 
look to the future confident that fun- 
damental social and economic prob 
lems will be adjusted satisfactorily? 

Confidence is not established by any 
one thing but by ap accumulation «uf 
things. If we can get confidence started 
on its way, gathering a little here and 
there, it will accelerate its speed as {< 
goes along. This is not the work -f 
any one man to perform but is the 
cumulative effort of each and every 
one of us. What we are in the future 
is not the result of what we have done 
on any one day but the result of all 
that we have done for all time. The 
American Bankers Association is en- 
deavoring to do its part.

PUBLIC INJURED 
BY BANK GOSSIP 


National Association Declares 
Community Interests Demand 
Protection Against Idle 

- Rumors 


OTH in their advertising and in 

their direct contacts with cus 
tomers and others, bankers should 
“consciously and persistently devote 
more time and thought to keeping 
people mindful of the fact that while 
the bank has many obligations toward 
its customers, equally is it true that 
the depositor also has certain obliga- 
tions to the bank to enable it to prop 
erly maintain its position In the com- 
munity,” a recent statement of the 
American Bankers Association de 
clares. 

“A bank admittedly is a sem!-public 
institution and there Js a mutuality 
of obligation resting upon both the 
banker and his customers to maintain 
the effective functioning of that instt- 
tution that is superio: to the personal 
interests of either,” it says. 

Bankers might well consciously de 
vote greater effort te building up the 
public viewpoint in their commanities 
that due to thefr public obligations 
and burdén of pobliic interest. the 
banks are entitied to protection 
against {ll-informed or malicious gos- 
sip and rumors, the statement says. 

“As to benks In some states, bank 
slander laws afford this protection,’ 
it points out. “We recommend thai 
this protection be availed of by definite 
action wherever practical both as a 
matter of immediate expediency and 
also to awakem public opinien as to 
the dangers of idle gossip about «a 
‘ommuaity’s banking institutions.”

ioe Planted 
Christmas Shrubbery 


With the approach of the Christmas 
season and its almost universal dis- 
play of festive holiday decorations, a 
timely statement from the United 
States George Washington Bicenten- 
nial -Commission calls attention to 
George Washington's activity in 
planting seeds of the holly, the shrub 
which more than any other symbol- 
izes the Yuletide. 

The _ Bicentennial Commission, 
ready to inaugurate within a short 
time the nationwide celebration in 
honor of his two hundredth birthday 
anniversary, notes the fact, recorded 
in his diaries, that Washington many 
times planted berries of the Christ- 
mas holly. The Commission believes 
that no other man of his time, and 
perhaps few since, planted and culti- 
vated this shrub as did George Wash- 
ington. The following excerpts from 
his diaries show his interest in this 


plant: 
“Wednesday, 6th, (April, 1785) 
Sowed the semicircle North of the 


front gate with Holly berries sent me 
by my Brother John—three drills of 
them: the middle one of Berries 
which had been got about Christmas 
and put in Sand, the other two of 
Berries which had been got earlier 
in the year, gently dried, and packed 
in Shavings.” 

“Saturday, 23rd. (April, 1785) 
Sowed three Rows of the Holly ber- 
ries next the row of Shell bark Hick- 
ory Nutt; leaving 2 feet Space be- 
tween the Nutts and the Berries, and 
18 Inches between the rows of Ber- 
ries, sticking a stake down at both 
ends of each row.’ 

During Jaunary of the same year, 
Washington made many trips into the 
forests on his own and neighboring 
estates, “in search of Elm and other 
Trees for my Shrubberies, etea.’’ On 
one of these he discovered “many 
small and thriving plants of the Mag- 
nolio, and... some young Maple 
Trees; and red berry of the Swamp,” 
and later “came across a mere nurs- 
ery of young Crab trees of all sizes 
and handsome and thriving, and 

. several young Holly Trees.” 


Memorial Avenue To 
Link Vermont Towns 


The historic Vermont towns of Ben- 
nington and NorthBennington are to 
be linked with an avenue of elm trees 
five miles long, planted as a featv~e 
of the celebration of George Wash- 
ington’s Two Hundredth "eRirthday 
Anniversary. 

Two thousand trees have already 
been purchased by the committee in 
charge of the project and planting 
has already begun. It will require 
about 1,500 trees to plant the Wash- 
ington Memorial Avenue. The re- 
maining five hundred trees will be 
planted throughout Bennington and 
im a nursery as a reserve supply for 
future use. 

According to information received 
by the United States George Wash- 
ington Bicentennial Commission from 
the Bennington Bicentennial Commit- 
tee, it is expected that a_ historical 
tableau will be held on this avenue 
op the evening of Washington's birth- 
day next year. 


Break In Himsdale; 
Mann’s Drug Store Entered 


Recently several breaks have taken 
place in Hinsdale so that the select- 
en provided special protection for the 
center of the town but on Thanks- 
giving day morning after the police- 
man had departed from ‘his beat a 
serious break was made into the drug 


in the front door and forcing the rear 
entrance.

They were 
seen driving away in a small truck 
and were overtaken by officers on the 
road to Northfield but abandoning 
the truck they fled to the woods and 
some of the loot was recovered. Two 
young men were under suspicion at 
Turners Falls where the coal truck 
had been taken but thus far no defi- 
nite charges have been made.

The special commission consisting 
of Senator Plunkett; Representatives 
Ernest H. Sparrell of Norwell, Wil- 
liam A. Brown of North Abington, 
and James E. Hagan of Somerville 
and William R. Barry of Ware, Ab- 
ner S. McLaud of Greenfield and 
James H. Connors of Newton who 
have been holding hearings in behalf 
of the Legislature in various cities 
have completed their work and filed 
a report.

1. Defining as a school bus a mo- 
tor vehicle exclusively used for the 
transportation of school pupils, carry- 
ing six or more persons. 

2. Periodic inspection of school 
pees by the registrar of motor vehi- 
cles. 

3. A minimum age - limit of 21 
years for operators of school busses. 

4. Regulation providing that no 
fuel shall be taken aboard whle bus is 
occupied by school children. 

5. That all school busses shall be 
prominently identified as such. 

6. That emergency doors shall be 
provided for each bus, located in the 
rear.
